Charles W: Morse is able to travel, 
and will leave Atlanta for New York 
within the next two days. 

No announcement to this effect has 
been made by Mrs. Morse, or any one 
connected with the case in any way, 
but it is known that preparations for 
leaving the city either tomorrow or 
Thursday are being made, and that 
the trip to New York will be begun on 
one of these days. 

Mrs. Morse Won't Talk. 

Mrs. Morse, when asked about the 
matter last night, declined to make an 
answer one way or another, saying: 
simply that they expected to go within 
the next two weeks. When informed 
that their intention to go this week 
had been learned, Mr® Morse spoke as 
if she were surprised. She asked to 
know ‘whence the ginformation came, 
but declined to discuss the matter 
further than -to say that she and her 
husband would go within the next two 
weeks. 

As to Morse’s plans after reaching 
New York nothing definit® is known. 
It has been stated that he would go to 
Carlsbad Springs, in Germany, as soon 
as he was able to travel. From the 
information which is known to be au- 
thoritative, it appears that he is able 
to go as far as New York, and it is 
presumed that he will make the re- 
mainder of the contemplated journey 
as soon after reaching New York as 
he has time to recover from the ef- 
fects of the first portion of the trip. 

Since Morse’s sentence was com- 
muted, several weeks ago, and he wag 
removed from the post hospital at Fort 
McPherson to the Piedmont hotel, his 
improvement has been steady, it is 
said. This; physicians ascribe, to the 
sick man’s mind, in a large measure. 
Army surgeons and others at the time 
of Morse’s release gave it as their opin- 
ion that he had but a short while to 
live, and some expressed the opinion 


that this time would be considerably 
lengthened by his release from custody.

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BOND ORDINANCE 


Money Wanted for Small Res- 
ervoir and for Private 


Water Mains. 


The two ordinancés to amend the 
bond ordinance so as to use a part of 
the water bond issue to purchase land 
for’a small reservoir and for the pur- 
chase of private water mains now 
used by the city, were referred by 
council Monday afternoon to the fol- 
lowing special committee: Couneilmen 
Word, Mason and Abernathy, and Al- 
dermen Johnson and Maddox.

A fight has 
been made on this propositfon by those 
who claim that all of the water bond 
money should be used to lay new pipe. 
Those who favor the ordinance take 
the position that the $20,000 cannot be 
used for new pipe for several years 
to come and that the city is in honor 
bound to pay for the private mains.

Ossining, N. Y., February 5.—While 
the eondemned inmates in the death 
house in Sing Sing prison softly sang 
“Safe in the Arms of Jesus,’ Charles 
Swenton, a negro, was executed in the 
electric chair this morning for the 
murder of Isaac Lee.

Swenton shot and killed Isaac Lee on 
the night of November 9, 1910, at the 
latter’s home on West Sixty-ninth 
street, New York city.

February 5.—The 
federal grand jurv’s investigation of 
the dynamite conspiracy, carried on fo, 
six weeks through the examination of 
800 witnesses, is expected to result to- 
morrow in the return of at least thir- 
ty indictments. 

When the jury meets at 2 p. m., Fed- 
eral Judge A. B. Andersog will be in 
readiness to receive its report. How 
long after it convenes the jury will 
require to vote on the indictments al- 
ready drawn up, is not known, but it 
was learned today that whatever ac- 
tion the jury takes already has been 
decided upon, and the final voting is 
merely formal procedure. 

United States District Attorney 
Charles W. Miller said arrests, if any 
are to be made, will not take piace 
within three or four days after the 
return of indictments, ‘and the names 
of any defendants will not be divulged 
until after arrests are effected. Ar- 
rangements will be made to cause gl! 
arrests on the same day.

"AMERICAN TROOPS 
~ READY FOR MEXICO 


Ml Post Commanders Ordered 
to Be Prepared. 


Washington, However, Hopes 
That Situation Will Improve 
and That Only a Few Troops 
Will Be Needed on the Rio 
Grande. 


Washington, February 5.—The war 
department's action in calling upon 
the post commanders throughout the 
country to have their men in a state 
of preparedness for immediate service 
Was a result of representations made 
by the state department when the Mex- 
ican. situation seemed critical. 

Unies the situation becomes seri- 
ous, however, and non-combatant 
Americans in Mexico are endangered, 
probably only one regiment of infan- 
try with a troop of cavalry and a 
battalion of field artillery will be 
sent to join the troops already in the 
department of Texas. A battalion of 
the Eighteenth infantry at Whipple 
Barracks, Ariz. would be one of the 
first to go, shoulq developments make 
it evident that a stronger miilitary 
force is needed there. 

The plans of the genera! staff fora 
campaign in Mexico were prepared 
long ago and have been in a state of 
constant revision. (Generally they 
contemplate the employment of about 
100,000 men, 40,000 of Whom would be 
regulars gathered from all of the mil- 
itary departments. Supplementing 
these would be 60,000 militiamen. 

The official account of quelling the 
Mutiny at Juarez by General Orozco 
contains the added information that 
Colonel Estrada was again relieved 
of the command of the troops and 
placed under arrest. No explanation 
was offered as to why the officer, who 
Was supposed to have been loyal to 
Madero, had feen under Orozco’s dis- 
pleasure.

Mexico City, February 5.—Pascual 
Orozco will be appointed military dic- 
tator of the state of Chihuahua if the 
recommendation of the retiring acting 
governor, Aureliano Gonzales, ig heed- 
ed by the federal authorities. It was 
Stated in a telegram from Chihuahua 
to a high official in the capital that 
the state government felt itself pow- 
erless to. control the situation there 
and that the acting chief executive, 
in tendering his resignation yesterday, 
offered the above suggestion as a pos- 
Bible remedy. The dispatch added 
that there had been no disorders in 
the city since the battle last Friday 
ahd that there was no fear felt for 
the iAmerican residents, who are\wen- 
‘erally well liked by the native popu- 
lation. 

President Madero has not announced 
his plans. He has shown, however, 
that he has full confidence in the 
loyalty of Orozco, but it is known 
that Minister Calero, of the depart- 
ment of foreign relations, does not 
share the president's confidence.

UNWRITTEN LAW 
ISSUE IN TRIAL 


Fort Worth, Texas, February 5.— 
Wide ramifications of the unwritten law 
are at issue in the trial of J. B. Sneed, 
charged with the murder of Captain A. 
G. Boyce, which began here today, the 
jury having been completed late Sat- 
urday. 

Boyce, an aged man, while sitting in 
a hotel lobby was shot and killed by 
Sneed on January 13 last. Boyce did 
not attempt to attack Sneed, whose 
lawyers in the preliminary proceedings 
announced that one of their conten- 
tions for acquittal would be the claim 
that the aged victim had aided his son, 
A. G. Boyce, Jr., to elope with: Mrs. 
Sneed. 

Sneed in an interview after the kill- 
ing, said: 

“It had to be done,” 
that detailed reasons why 
velop at the trial. 

Three of Texas’ most wealthy and 
most prominent families are involved 
in the case, all of them being of plio- 
neer stock in this state. They are the 
Sneeds, Boyces and Snyders, the latter 
the family of Mrs. J. B. Sneed. For 
many years ties of close friendship ex- 
isted between these families and scores 
of well-to-do men throughout Texas 
who have prized the friendship of the 
Sneeds, or Boyces, or Snyders, have 
aligned themselves in moral support 
of either one side or the other in the 
present tragedy. ‘ 

A. G. Boyce, Jr., who cloped with 
Mrs. Sneed is bLelieved to be still in 
Canada, where the other membereg of 
his family have been urging him to re- 
main since the shooting. 

S. M. Cherry, of Galveston, a travel- 
ing salesman, was the first state wit- 
ness. He testified that he was stand- 
ing near he main entrance of the ho- 
tel when he heard pistol shots He 
turned around to see Boyce in “a 
stooping position,” as though rising, 
from his chair. The witness said he 
also saw Sneed five or six feet from 
Captain Boyce. Sneed was still shoot- 
ing. He saw Captain Boyce fall to 
the floor and then followed Sneed as 
the latter walked in the hotel. 

“I walked behind him,” said Cherry, 
“on the opposite side of the street, 
looking for an officer.”
